UPHOLDING THE CONSTITUTION. 


Having served in the 1920 constitutional convention' 


as a member of !ts judiciary committee, Attorney Gen- 
eral Splllman has direct firsthand knowledge concern- 
Ing the intent and purpose of that body in drafting the 
provlslon-whlch forbids the appointment of any member 


Aof the legislature to a state office during the term for 
Which he was elected. 


•" • -Mr. Splllman has very properly ruled that this sec- 
tion means just wjjat It says, namely, that a state sen- 
ator or representative, during his term as such, cannot 
lawfully be appointed to any position in the employ of 
the state whose duties are state-wide in character. Under 
his holding, the proposal of the state auditor to make 
such an appointment regardless 
of the constitutional 


prohibition Is defeated. 


There\has been an unfortunate tendency in the state 


legal department under previous 
administrations to 


manufacture 
opinions, 
as 
an 
accommodation 
to 


other departments, whereby the constitution and the 
laws of Nebraska were twisted 
around and made to 


mean something entirely different from what was Inten- 
ded. Indeed, Attorney Genera! 
Spillman's 
immediate 


predecessor appointed an assistant in his own office who 
was a member of the legislature, tfius-setting at naught 
the plain constitutional restriction against 
that"' very 


thing. 


What the makers of the constitution sought to ac- 


complish by the provision referred to ^'as to take from 
the governor and other state officers the power to bribe 
state senators and representatives into voting for or 
against particular legislation, by promising theni ap- 
pointments to lucrative positions in the state service. 
There had been some glaring instances of this practice, 
almost constituting a state scandal, which the constitu- 
tional convention undoubtedly had in mind when it for- 
mulated section 16 of article 3. 


The pretense that an appointive subordinate to whom 


are entrusted important duties, and who Is required to 
give bond to the state for their faithful performance, is 
not a "state officer," deserves no serious consideration. 
It is nothing',bul a hair-splitting- legal artifice to get 
around Ihe constitution. 


Perhaps if a legislator cared to take a job as a jani- 


tor of the capitol building or driving a truck for the 
public works department, he migrtt do so without bump- 
Ing up against the rule that bars him from being ap- 
pointed to a state office. 'But there would be some 
ground for criticism even then. 


Attorney General Spillman's interpretation will stand 


as. a bulwark in future against the pernicious system of 
nppointing members of the legislature to state petitions 
In the present instance, no reflection rests upon State 
Senator \Vilkinss to whom the appointment as county 
treasury examiner hn.il been tendered by Mr. Marsh. 
Senator AVilkins has the respect of all who know him, 
and no one believes that ho would sell his vote in the 
legislature for a mess of official pottage. The very ab- 


• sence of any such suspicion in his case, makes the ruling 


of the attorney general more emphatic. 


It goes without saying that a legislator ineligible 


for state appointment can qualify himself therefor by 
resigning his legislative office. The constitution says he 
is ineligible "during the term for which he was elected." 


OVER HALF DIE PE_NNILESS. _ 


Former Governor Harding of the federal reserve 


banking system recently remarked that the American 
people are cursed with two vices—the desire for too 
much legislation, most of which is bad, and the inability 
to save. 


His reference to the lack of thrift in'America is 


semlngly borne out by the figures, although we are in 
the habit of speaking of ourselves as the richest nation 
on earth. 


S. W. Strauss, the president of the American society 


forthrlft, recently compiled figures showing that only | 
9 out of every 100 white males leave estates which will 
produce $50 a month, or more, if invested to yield 6 per- 
cent net. Twenty-seven, Mr. Strauss finds, leave estates 
which wUl produce an average of ?20 a mbnth at 6 
per cent. 


But sixty-four out of every 100 leave little or nothing 
Similar investigations throughout the country have 


established the soundness of,the figures quoted by Mr.. 
Strauss. Poverty is bad enough in any form, but pov- 
erty and old age represent a tragedy. 
Countless gener- 


ations have become inured to Its hardships despite every 
effort to instill principles of thrift and saving. As a na- 
tion America knows nothing of economies' practiced in 
the older countries of Europe and Asia. If these peoples 
were as, wakeful in their daily habits, starvation would 
face them long before their span of life is completed. The 
organization of savings clubs in the public schools, the 
preaching of thrift by the financial institutions of Amer- 
ica, and by those high in public life is beginning to bear 
fruit. > This country is becoming more saving. 


So long as sixty-four out of every 100 die penniless 


tho figures must serve as a reminder that there is still 
much to be accomplished. 


AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH. 


Science and research are warmly dcff nded irl an 


address which President DaviiJ Kinley of the University 
of Illinois recently delivered. Replying to criticism that 
universities devote, too much attention 'to theory and too 
little to the practical side of education, President Kinley 
says that experimentation carried 
on in Illinois has 


meant millions of dollars to the farmers of that state. 


A soil survfey of Illinois undertaken twenty years ago j 


by the Agricultural college of the university revealed 
that peat soils lacked potassium, he said. Steps were 
taken immediately to provide .the 
needed 
potassium 


treatment for the soil. Allowing the average Increased 
yield of 28 bushels per acre of corn, the_a30,000 acres of 
peat soil would produce 910,000 bushels more, worth 
$455,000, while the cost of the improvement, was but 
"?200,000. 


Continuing, President Kinley said: 


"The returnr on Brown's silt loam computed in a simi- 


lar way woulc show for the increased output of corn, 
wheat and oat:1, if all of the lands put into these grains 
were treated in the improved way, a net increase of 
$22,000,000." 


This defense of agricultural research Is timely. 
In Nebraska there has been ihe tendency to jerk 


back from scientific e:\-erimentation in agriculture^and 
to criticise the costs of,such work. It is hard to put in 
concrete figures the benefits which accrue from scien- 
tific research. 
AVe know that production has been in- 


creased enormously, and that the richness of the soil 
has been replenished when its productivity would have 
otherwise been greatly reduced. As Nebraska progresses 
it will be increasingly necessary- to devise methods to 
revitalize the soil. The great sums of monefexpended 
in support of Nebraska's agricultural college will then 
be returned to those who contributed it.

from Rulo. 


The dispatch indicates that the- scanty groves of 


walnut-timber in Nebraska are not to.be scared. Thou- | 
sands of walnut trees were sacrificed during the world j 
war, tho wood being used for gunstocks. In Lancaster j 
county, the choicest walnut timber fell before the axe, | 
the owners reaping a rich harvest as the price was ex- 
ceptionally high. 


For those who have the best interests of the state 


at heart, the situation is not without regret. No more 
beautiful timber can be found than the walnut groves 
throughout the eastern counties/ of Nebraska. Walnut 
is a slow growing tree. 
It requires years for it to 


mature. While the trees are being cut, no effort is being 
made to replace them.

Mr. Rplllman has v ery pro perly ru led th a t this sec­ 
tio n m eans Ju st wjjat it says, nam sly, th a t a sta te sen ­ 
ato r o r representativ e, du ring his term as such, canno t 
lawfully be appo inted to any po sitio n in the emplo y o f 
ths stste who se du ties are state-w ide in character. U nder

Science and research are w arm ly defended irt an 
address which President Dav id Ktnley o f the U niv ersity 
o f Illino is recently deliv ered. 
Replying to criticism th at 
u niv ersities dev o te to o m u ch attentio n to theo ry and to o 
little to the practical side o f edu catio n. President Ktnley 
says th a t experim entatio n carried 
o n in Illino is has 
m ean t millio ns o f do llars to the farm er* o f th a t state. 
A so il su rv ey o f Illino is u n dertaken tw enty years ago 
by the agricu ltu ral co llege o f the u niv ersity rev ealed 
th a t peat ao ils lacked po tassiu m , he said. Steps were 
taken im m ediately to pro v ide ¿he 
needed 
po tassiu m 
trea tm en t fo r the so il. Allo wing the av erage Increased 
yield o f 28 bu shels per acre o f co rn, thq^l30,000 acres o f 
peat so il wo uld pro du ce 910,000 bu shels mo re, wo rth 
$ 456,000, W’hile the co st o f the im p ro v em en t w as bu t 
^200,000. 
Co ntinu ing, President Kinley said: 
“The retu rn s o n Bro w n’s silt lo am co m pu ted In a sim i­ 
lar w ay wo uld sho w fo r the Increased o u tpu t o f co rn, 
w heat and o ats, if all o f the lands put into these grains 
were treated in the impro v ed way, a net increase o f

T his defense o f agricu ltu ral research is timely.

In Lincoln, the total rainfall from the start of the storm up to 


seven o'clock Saturday morning was 4.96 inches. 


The rain was even heavier at Omaha, the total precipitation was 


7.50 inches with a record-breaking downpour of 5.38 incher !-st night. 


Oakdale received 2.48 inches; Columbus, 1.85 inches anc! Ashland 
2.03. 


The fact that the extremely heavy storm was coii"ncc.' to the Icr- 


ritory surrounding' Omaha and Lincoln is shown by the report from 
other parts of the state where there was no rain or only ordinarily 
heavy showers fell.

Volume of business is in­ 
creasing steadiy, according to 
C. F. Schwarz of the Schwarz 
Paper company. 
But at the 
same time, overhead expenses 
are increasing, because it is 
necessary to have more help to 
take care of so large a volume 
of business.

Net returns, then, are slight­ 
ly under what they have been 
in previous years, even though 
the rush of business seems to 
predict better conditions. 
The Schwarz concern does a 
large business in school sup­ 
plies. This year, however, the 
orders did not come in with the 
speed they 
usually 
do, and 
things 
looked 
bad. 
When 
school actualy 
started, how­ 
ever, the business men found 
that they had not laid in suf­ 
ficient stocks, and had to re­ 
order on most of the commod­ 
ities. 
“ Some of the orders which 
came in at the last minute we 
were unable 'to fill,” said Mr. 
Schwarz. 
“ Most of them we 
sent out immediately, because 
the 
merchants 
wanted 
the 
stocks for schoo children.” 
Caution is' the keynote at 
present among customers, and 
therefore among business men 
in general. 
Buyers are not 
spending their money so free­ 
ly, and the merchants are not 
keeping their stocks so heavy 
as they would were business 
moving more quickly. 
Psychologically, the effect 
of the industrial disturbances 
in the eastern part of the 
country" are being felt here, ac- 
* cording to Miss Anna Yockel 
of the Multigraph Letter shop. 
Miss Yockel says that people, 
reading of distress in Europe, 
or even closer home, caused by 
the instability of the labor con­ 
ditions, are influenced toward 
saving their money.
